FWiow-Ctfuen* of tke Smote and Ainmbly : 


• It i* made tbe duty ef the Governor, annual- 
\y, upoa tke awembflng of the I>eg»Iature, to 
•omitninifette the cononion of the State, and 
recommend winh matters for their considera- 
tion a* he may deem expedient. 


The past year ha* been one of unusual health 


and unparalleled prosperity in the history of 
our State, and ju»tifle», un thin oeccwiua, indul- 
gence in more than the usual congratulations. 
Every branch of industry hai prospered. The 
tiuld, the foreit anil the mine, have paid their 
tribute to the common treasury, while the in- 
crease of eur commerce nnd manufacture ha* 
more than realized the expectations of the most, 
sanguine. Internal Improvements, conducted 
by private enterprise, have *teatlily progressed, 
and lire begtnuing to manifest thetr importance 
by substantial benefit*. Confidence, both at 
home and abroad, in our resources and ultimate 
prosperity, I* permanently established. Altho' 
disease hns visited some parts of our common 
country, and manifested itself in it* most appall- 
ing I'drin, it is still a matter of congratulation 
that our sister State* have generally been bless- 
ed with health ami abundance. 


The Vice President of thu United States, di«- 


tiiifjulshcil alike fur bis public services arid 
prhale virtues, was, shortly after his «!«.•%ation 
to ollice, removed by the liuuil of death. 
We 


have, also, been called upun, wince the assem- 
bling of the taut Legislature, to mourn the loss 
of one who ha* heretofore acted a prominent 
part in the councils of our State, and shared, 
in ILII uncommon degree, the confidence of our 
citizens. 


Krom the Message of thu President of the 


United States to the present Congress, nml the 
Keports of the heads of tho different Depart 
mt'iito, it is_ manifest that tho ginirdiarwhip o 
tho Union in committed to saJu and pnuten 
hands. The circumstances connected with th* 
arrest and release of Martin Ki>sxta by tho Au 
strifin authorities, at Smyrna, are familiar to all 
uud the policy adoptad by our Government ii 
that cutw, in relation to citizens clothed with 
natiiinnlity, must nmet with jour approbation 
and b« a source of proud gratitiL-atiou to uvurj 
trne-hejirted American. 


In commencing to remark upon matter* im 


mediately interesting to our State and people,! 
would direct your attention to the uxils of ex 
ccssite legislation, which liav« become BO ap 
parent; in the moss anil conflict of laws euciim 
bcrmjr our Statute books, that even our Court 
hove (tiHlcnlty In determining what, in muuv 
eases, is tthe existing law. And in this cniinnj 
tlonit may b« proper to remark, that the penpl 
arc anxiously and justly desirous that the pres 
ent scHsiuii may be u hhort one, anil that thert 
limy be a consequpntdccrease of logisluttvuex 
penscs. At the last cession of the Legislature 
tho constitutional step wa* taken, neccst-ary tf 
a chutige ot'the Constitution, so an to provide 
for thu biennial siisnionn of the I^egislaturr 
which subject will claim your attention. It 
a question worthy of your most careful and se- 
rious consideration^ and while a large portion 
nnd perhaps a mdjority of our citizens, are lii 
vor.ibly inclined to this change in our Constitu 
tion, it may be well to consider whether thie 
opinion on their part, ha* not been fostered and 
strengthened by so much conflicting legislation 
and the consequent expenses of long sessions 
rather than by a due aud proper reflection, its 
to tho probable eBbct of biennial swuions, or 
tho prosperity of tho State; ami whether, if jou 
should adopt the plan ot short sessions, nnd c.ire 
fill and ccunoiuicol legislation, it would not bo 
better for us, in view of our constant; aud in 
creasing wants that the Legislature should con 
tinuo to assemble annually. It seems eminent 
ly proper to me, that in a State like ours, witl 
it» resources comparatively undeveloped, ant 
inhabited by people from every section of uur 
cuinmon country, and from almost every portiot 
of the world, that otico a year tbeir Kcpresen 
tative* should meet to consult together lor tbe 
common good. By these means each section o 
our Statt* becomes better acquainted with tho 
wants ond resources of the other, and it is only 
by a thorough knowledge of the condition ami 
wants of the wholu State, nnd every section o 
it, that wo ean hope to promote its oihaiiccmeni 
ami prosperity through the iiiatruimmlality of 
logixlntion. 


Fro^utiiit attempt* have been made, at fimn- 


er sossiuus of the LegUlature, to effect a ohaiifr 
In tho present lyttein of government. Uy OIK 
ef my prececoisor*, in hi* annual message, this 
subject wa* pertinently discnssod, and I ain snt- 
isfled the position* there aHeumtiil were correct 
Entertaining those view*, I commend the sub- 
ject to your consideration, and submit whether 
an amendment of the existing law should not 
be tniule, so that the duties now required to bo 
discharged by the County Board of Supervisors 
may be. perfuriuod by a much loss number of of- 
floors.

Tke Beport of the ConunUsioner* of Schoo 


and Univenity Land*, ketewith submitted, L 
worthy of four attention. The Report of the 
Secretary of State, ikowa that the School 
Fund on tbe first day of tke preaent month 
amounted to tho sum of f 1,141'604 28—arwiaj 
almost exclusively from the sate of lands grantee 
by Congress. The amount of income due am 
•abject to apportion ment, for the support o 
Common Schools tho present year, including 
the balance now appearing, is $97,391 3St.— 
While the Fund promises to be large, from the 
proceeds of land only, and eventually sufdcien 
to support our Common School*, without th 
aid of taxation, yet there are sundry other re 
sources provided by the constitution, which, i 
not overlooked, will do much to augment th 
same. One of the provision* of the Constitu 
tion, which I feel it my duty to pies* nvouynur 
attention, is that relating to 6ties, and is as fol 
lows: "Tba clear proceeds of all fines, col 
lected in the ne\enil counties, for any brc.icl 
of the peual laws, shall become a part of tht 
School Fund " Provision bus been inade bj 
law, requiring thuso fines to be paid into tht 
State Treasury, through the County Treasurers 
The amoiuitjpuid into tho Treasury from (hi 
source, i« so trifling, that it is very npparcn 
there has been a reckless disregard of this pru 
vision on the part of county nnd town officers 
into whose hands thase lines are paid. Many 
thousands ot dollars, it is believed, aru wrong 
fully and illegally withheld by those officers 
which should liitvu long since reached the Treas 
ury. Much enactment, as will insure thu cur 
rection of tlut evils complained of, seems to !> 
demanded at your hands. Kegarding, as I do 
the School Fuiul, us a great and sacred tnts 
committod to onr charge—bne that should * 
regarded by every citizen with pride—I fee 
that 1 cannot too strenuously urge upon )ou th 
propriety nf invustigttting closely its true eon 
dition, and tho making of such further provi 
sion, for tho management thereof, as mny be 
found necessary. 


Thn absolute necessity of the accounts nn( 


record*, connected with both tho School am 
University Funds being so kept as to insure 
clearness and permanency, cannot fail to be up 
priicinted by you, and from some past persona 
knowledge of the necessity thereof, 1 am in 
duiied, iu this connection, to suggest that iiuir 
ttinple yrmisioii bo made C>r that purpose.— 
The Constitution vests the management of thes< 
funds, in a Board nf Commissioners, consisting 
of the hecrotary of Stats, State Treasurer aw 
Attorney General. 
The ordinary duties re 


quiruil of these officers are such as to prccludi 
their be«towing the requisite time and labor 
upon such accounts and records. Again, to in- 
sure correctness, and to facilitate business con 
nected withthene funds, tho accounts should b 
kept entirely separate and distinct from on} 
and every other branch of the public accounts 
The necessity of this is so apparent, that I rec 
ominond that suitable provision be made for cs 
tablisbiug a separate Bureau, under the dircc 
tion of the Commissioners, and that the neccs 
sary provision bo mado for the expenses there 
of. 


At the June tension of the last Legislature 


an act, submitting to the electors of tho Htate 
tho question of n Prohibitory Liquor Law, was 
passed. The Secretary of State, in pursuance 
of ^requirement of that law, reports the whole 
vote cast, nt the late general election, up<n 
that question, tti bu 51,6IW; and that 1>7,510 
votes were cast for, and U4,J09 against tho law 
Tho exprcneion of public opinion contemplated 
b> the act referred to, submitting this question 
to the popular vote, is now before you, and it 
remains for yon, In your wisdom, to determine 
what will bnst satisfy the sentiment of tbe whole 
people, in relation to tho subject—subserve 
thcfr trno interests, and bo best adapted to the 
actual condition of things in the State at lar^e 


The Annual Keport of the Superintendent <il 


Public Instruction will be laid before you al 
an early day. I commend it to yinir attention 
us containing much of interest connected with 
our common school*. 
There has bi-en ex- 


pended in tho creclUm of school houses with- 
in tho State, !f5J8K,34« 89, of which sum $45,- 
07t 84 was expended during tho post year.— 
Tlie tottil amount expended in 1853 for the sup- 
port of common achuola was f 175,73-1 17. By 
n resoulutioii of the Legislature, passed in 
April last, the Superintendent was directed to 
"collect, codify, arrange, and simplify" the 
school luws. This service has been performed, 
and the result will bo presented 1'or your ap- 
proval. 


The State University has, in consequence of 


the rapid sale of its lands during the past year, 
overcome in * great measure its pecuniary em- 
barrassments. It now ha* a permanent fund 
amounting, on the first day of the present month, 
to the sum of *106.m«7, the anual inconm 
from which will be $7,427 84. Add to thi* the 
sura of f2,S)56 10—The balance of interest ac- 
cumulated In tho Treasury—making the total 
sum applicable to the support of that Institu- 
tion for the present year, f 10,383 94. The do- 
mund for Univenity lands—the increased quan- 
tity of the sftae—by the addition of the *aline 
lands, now nearly all selected, together with 
the perseverance manifested on tbe part ol 
those having the Institution in charge, render 
it morally certain that the original design of it* 
projectors will be fully realiiod. 


The Board of Traitee* of theWl*con*In In- 
stitute for the education of the Blind have trans- 
mitted their anual Beport, which will be laid 
before yon. Every reason exists for believing 
that this Institution has been properly and ably 
conducted, aud that the beneficial results, thus 
Car, to that unfortunate class of ear citizens, 
havo been nil that could be anticipated, and 
ntch as clearly demonstrate the propriety of 
continuing to extend that aid by the Legisla- 
ture wblch may be found just and necessary for 
it* future prosperity. 


I call your attention to the necessity of tak- 


ing the preliminary step* for the erection of an 
Asylum for the Insane. Tho number iri onr 
State suffering from the effect* of the terrible 
malmly of insanity Is, in my judgment, sufficient 
to demand that something •hould be done for 
their relief. This disease require* a treatment 
peculiar to itself j ft treatment the afflicted ean 
receive only in institutions established exp: 
ly for that purpose. 


The Legislature. In 1851, oommeoood the very 


praiseworthy work of providing for the educa- 
tion of the Deaf and Dumb, by incorporating 
an Institute for that purpose, to be located at 
Dolevan, in the eennty of Walworth, and ap- 
propriating tbe sin of one thousand dollar*, oer 
year for three yqar*, towards the construction 
of building*, and the sum of five httadred dol- 
lars for the support of the deaf and d«mb In uid 
Imtifarte, for tie r«ar 1352. At tk» following 
session, the furthor turn of $1,500 wa* appro- 
priated, in aid of the same object*. The Ke- 
wrt of the Board of Trustees, whfok will tie 
aid before yoa, efts forth tbe eenfiOba' of the 
Inrtitetion add IU prospective want*. Tie pe- 
tition for further ati toward* tfaeemctlea of ne-

It is almost 
imlipcnsaiilc that many of tlni Keports of other 
St.ites, and valuable standard law books, which 
iire iinmiullv published, and also some miscel- 
laneous literary works should find a place in 
the Public Library. I would, therefore, re- 
commend a standing appropriation of a rea- 
sonable Hum for that purpose. 
*• 


1 have been informed that several of theCir- 


cnit Judges have held that persons indicted 
for the crime of murder, under the existing 
law, are entitled to hail. Sections £ of Article 
I, of the Constitution, provides that "all persons 
shall! before conviction, bo bailable by sutn- 
citsnt sureties, except for cnuital offenses, where 
the proof is evident, or the presumption great." 
Tho Courts having placed such a construction 
npon the law, in connection with this provision 
it is evident that some change shonld be effec- 
ted, tomling to greater security of life, thin at 
present exist*. Such notion, therefore, as will 
constitutiontilly accomplish this object is sug- 
gested as not only proper, but absolutely ne- 
cessary. 


The fact there is no difference now establish- 


ed by law, in the punishment of tho first and 
second dtxreea of homicide, is un evident de- 
fect, which should bf provided for. Frovisimi 
should be made for the further punishment of 
prisoners, confined for offences, who com- 
mit outrages after their sentence. An the law is 
now, 
a desperate convict mny bo guilty of the 


highest crime known to it, and jet he is not 
amenable to further punishment therefor, than 
in.iv have been already adjudged against him. 


The rapid increase of emigration to the north- 


ern 'and northwestern parts of tho State, has 
made an increase of mail service in those por- 
tions indispensable. I therefore, recommend 
the Legislature to memorialize Congress upun 
the subject—urging upon it tho necowity of 
establishing a* early *s practicable, the various 
routes now demanded by the wants of those 
growing portions of the State. 


It is a gratifying fact that our agricultural 


wealth is rapidly increasing. For several suc- 
cessive years, the partial failure of the wheat 
crop, which had generally come to be regarded 
nrtno great staple of the State, raised doubts ns 
to the peculiar adaptation of onr soil to the 
growing of that grain. This naturally directed 
attention to tho various other departments of 
agriculture-*-tho farmer deeming it no longer 
prudent to risk all upon tho success of any one 
product. The remit of thin chango has 'been 
fortunate—as is evidenced in the improvement 
of stock—the growing of wool, and tho in- 
creased production of the vartnns kinds of 
coarse grains. For tho past two years, nt- 
though less ground haa been seeded with 
wheat, yet the crop has been superior to those 
of previous years, both in quality and quantity 
—owing both to more propitious seasons, nnd 
iudiciona treatment of the soil- This success 
has not only relieved, to a great extent, onr 
citizens of pecuniary embarrassments, but ho* 
restored and established confidence in our agri- 
cultural resources. 


Our mineral resources, although, M yet, but 


lartiolly developed, already constitute one of 
he most important elements of our prosperity. 
The difficulties heretofore encountered, in con- 
icquenco of tho want of Cspital, have, to n 
great extent, been obviated by the energy aad 
>erseverenee of the miner. For several yean 
Hut, 
th« products of the lead mi DM have eon- 


tituted a very considerable part of oar ex 
torts. I would recommend to yonr careful at- 
ention the report of the State Oeologiit, whoso 
nbors thus far—in conformity with thn act nn- 
ler which he waa Appointed—have been con- 
inod exclusively to too lead districts, and the 
nformation contained in bis report on that *ub- 
ect* will be found of interest. 


Beds of Iron ore have been discovered in va- 


ions section* of the State, and iu the County 
of Dodge, one of vast extent and richness. I 
am informed that arrangements are being mode 
o work the same on a sclae commensurate 
with it* importance, and particularly for the 
nuutn&etar* of Railroad Iron. If thi* U done, 
w^ may c»nflde»tly anticipate, that the time is 
'not far distant, when we can do nuch toward* 
sapplying tke various Railroad* projected in 
this aud adjoining States, with the Iron reoui- 
ered for thilr eoartaetfoa, at reduced prices, 
and of a superior quality. In view of the ben- 
efit* whteh twist result to th« great man of our 
citliena from a more rapid development of onr 
mineral wealth, I wonra recommend that eve- 
ry ooMtttntkHulaod reasonable encouragement 
be extended to tttfs branch of Inductor-
